SUCCESSFUL TEST OF A NEW 
CHEMICAL. 

Hole Bored rn Iron Plate in Less 
Than Fiye Seconds, 

A test of a new chemical com- 
pound, known as thermit, was 
made last week in Louisville, and 
it was demonstrated that in a few 
seconds the compound, after being 
ignited, will bore a bole through 
the hardest piece of steel or iron. 

demonstration was witnessed 
by insurance men, bankers and 
eity otllcials. The thermit was 
placed in a receptacle with a hole 
in the bottom and under it was 
placed a plate of iron, half an 
nch in thickness. 

J. H. Webster, of Boston, who 
nade the test, lighted the powder 
vith an ordinary match and with 
l vmHt Uare the hot powder pour- 
ed down on the iron. A watch 
was held by one of the spectators 
and in five seconds the powder 
burned itself out, leaving a hole 
half an inch in diameter in the 
iron. Mr. Webster said the chem 
ical would penetrate any vault 
that was ever invested. Thermit 
discovery of a German stu- 
dent, and its formula is a secret. 
Two of its five ingredients are

A similar compound is made 
by America* chemists, bat it 
said not to be as hot.

ZADKIEL O F THE ALMAKlA<>. ; 

Richard James Morrison Was a Man 
of Brilliance in Service of 
England. 

The original "Zadkiel," an Engllsu- 
lan, was an Interesting person. His 
name was Richard James Morrison, 
whoso father is described as "a gen- 
tleman pensioner under George HI," 
while his grandfather had been a cap- 
tain in the bervlce of the East India 
company. Entering the royal navy the 
year after Trafalgar as a fl.it volun- 
teer, Morrison Baw much boat service 
U the Adriatic, and afterwa.d shared 
In "a brilliant anil single-handed vic- 
tory" gained by his ship "over a 
Franco-Neapolitan squadron." After 
having served as lieutenant and mas 
ter, he entered the coast-guard in 1827. 
and for rescuing life from shipwreck 
in 1828 the Society for the Preserva- 
tion of Life from Shipwreck— the par- 
ent of the present Royal National Life- 
boat Institution— presented him with 
a medal, which he appears to have 
amply deserved, since he had io retire 
from the coastguard In 1829 through 
111 health Induced by exposure on the 
occasion of this rescue. It was he 
who, In 182V presented to the admir- 
alty a plan subsequently adopted In 
principle for registering merchant 
seamen and engineers, to know that 
in 1827 be suggested another "for pro- 
pelling shii» of war in calm." For 
his plan (1835) to "provide an ample 
supply of seamen for the fleet without 
Impressment" he received the thanks 
ui ii.- admiralty, sir James Uraham, 
then first lord, adopting his arguments 
In the house of commons and partly 
giving effect to them by adding 1,000 
boys to the navy. Meanwhile "Zad- 
kiel" had in 1831 brought out the 
"Herald of Astrology," wht"h after- 
ward became the "Astrologl.-al Alma- 
nac," and subsequently "Zadkicl's Al- 

brought him a competence.

WOMAN HAS BROWN BLOOD 

Autopsy on Patient's Body Dis- 
closes, Beaults Which Puecl* 
Hew York Doctors. 

New York.— Dr. Philip O'Hanlon, tn« 
coroner's physician, while performln 
an autopsy on the body of a woman whs 
died suddenW at the Presbyterian hos 
pital the other day. found that the wo- 
man's blood was of a dark-brown, choco- 
late color Instead of the ordinary coh" 
of human blood. 

The hospital surgical staff, when thr 
discovery was made, expressed much 
surprise over the matter, as did Dr. Sol- 
ley, the pathologist, who was also pres- 

The person in whose body the brown 
blood was found was Mrs Katherlm 
O'Lesry, who became suddenly ill whlli 
visiting a friend, Mrs. Mary Sheeban, 
and died an hour later at the hospital. 

Mrs. O'Leary was hurriedly taken Ui 
toe Presbyterian hospital, where the 
physicians were unable to diagnose her 
case, but finding her heart failing, tbey 
did everything in their power to savs 
her. Dr Solley, who Is an authority o» 
blood diseases, was present when th. 

oman died. 

Dr. O'Hanlon. who has performed sev- 
eral thousand autopsies in the hospital* 
of New Tork, was directed by Coroner 
Jackson to make the autopsy in thli 

It was then the discovery 
made of a color he had never seen be- 
fore in a human being. Dr Solley made 
microscopic examinations of the blood 
and found red corpuscles in the brown 
blood, but he was unable to learn mm 
about the cause In the absence of 



In, speaking of the case, Dr. O'Hanlos 
said: 

"I found a peculiar condition of th* 
blood fluid throughout, and a dark 
ehoeolate color. All of the blood ves- 
sels were stained with ihls chocolate 
brown. The brain was anaemic and 
very pale Upon cutting the lungs fluid 
emerging from them was of a dark 
brown color."

Charles H. Long, Son of Late C^l 
King, an Ambitious Man— Has 
Xastercd St:sl Industry s=d 
Is a Practical Banker. 

Philadelphia.— With a fortune in hand 
and a million In sts.ht. Charles Hulberl 
Long, son of the iatc coal king, Albert 
U. Long, is working as a laborer at the 
Baldwin locomotive works In Philadel- 
phia. 

Out of the shop Mr. Long dresses, 
looks, and Is the cultured gentleman of 
forrtne. In the foundry, wbsre be doss 
the heaviest manual labor, he works side 
by tide with giants who must work or 
starve, and what they do he does, man 
fcr man their equal. Noneof Mr. Long s 
fellows In the foundry know of bis 
wealth, of bis social position, or of his 
future possibilities. His wealth is a 
bore to him; his social statu* Is taken 
as a matter of course. 

Mr. Long is only S3 years of age, but 
has mastered every detail of the steel in- 
dustry even beyond the point that his 
work has taken bim, and Is also a prac- 
tical banker. He served a full appren- 
ticeship In the great steel mills at Lew- 
Istown, Pe., where he was born, and 
when his term of service In the mill was 



bank as a clerk and ...»"» banking his 
special study, learning its details even 
to the mechanism of the safes.

SARDINE SEASON CNOtU. 

Maine Factories Hare Put Up About 
800,000 Cases of Little Fishes 
During Past I 



kastport, Me — The sardine canning 
g4MlMM on the eastern Maine coast 

closed December 1, when the hundred 
big plants were locked up for six 
months. 

in this city there are 18 sardine fac- 
tories, and Eastport is known as the 
borne of the American sardine, since It 
was here that the first fish were put up 
on this side of the Atlantit, more than 
30 years ago. It has been a profitable 
■MUM for all the employes here. Of 
the 5.900 inhabitants of this city fully 
8.000 are engaged directly or imllrectly 
in the canning of Ihesardines during the 
six months' season. The pay rolls in 
BaHport have been as high ss 125.000 a 
week during the busy season, and with 
herring plentiful for some weeks there 
was a good deal of night work, many 
of the employe* managing to secure 
from 75 to 100 hours' work a week at ex- 
cellent wages. 

The pack of sardine* on the eastern 
Maine cossi during the season promises 
to be larger than for several seasons 
past, and It is stated by experienced 
packers of the goods thai It might reach 
900.000 cases, but the official figures will 
not be known for some weeks, since 
they are now In the hands of the state 
officials. 



FEWER BABIES IN GERMANY 

Hoticeabls Decrease In Birth Bate, 
Especially in Cities, Shown in 
Official Statistics. 

Berlin -Ofllcial statistics covering 2« 
years show a steady and noticeable de- 
crease of the birth rate In the largeeities 
of Germany, In spite of the fart tost the 
marriage rate la higher than In cities 
less than 100.COO Inhabitants and in the 
country. 

Berlin, which passed the 2,000,000 
mark in December, preeeiits the heav- 
Icm decrease in the birth rate From 
18»6 to 1900 It averaged 28.8, against 44. » 
from 1875 to 1880. Th* highest birth 
rate lis in the great industrial centers 
of the Rhenish province. In Essen the 
average is 47 7, in Dortmund 47,8, In 
Dusseldorf 47.7 and in Cologne 40.2. The 
marriage rate is highest In Berlin— 21. » 
- and In the other great cities It is 
LI.3] a thousand. 

The statistical bureau points out 
this portends a considerable decrease in 
the national birth rate, as the decline 
the great cities, with an increasing pro- 
portion of people and a high marriage 
rate, Is most important In the general ef-

Third: Degradation of Women. 



The theme is old, but not so old 
as the thing. It needa to be told 
anew to every generation of Chris- 
tians, until the new generations of 
India's womanhood are raised 
above the hard conditions of their 
lot. 

A study of the earliest records 
of Hindu civilization reveals the 
fact that the position of women 
was higher, and her burdens light, 
er in primitive umes than now, 
There could be no sadder comment 
on the Hindu religion than tbat 
thirty- live oenturics of its devel- 
opment have meant the progres- 
sive degradation of women. Nor 
is it unjust to lay this sin at the 
door of the religion of the land 
Woman has not been uplilted by 
it; on the contrary, it has, by spe- 
cific enactment, crushed her be- 
neath heavy disabilities. 

Tn« legal code of Mini b»» 
been as sacred and as all controll- 
ing to the Hindu as was the Mo- 
saic law to Israal. While there 
may be found some complimentary 
enactments in the writings of 
Manu concerning women, they are 
more than offset by other laws. 
Thus we read, "Sinful women is 
as sinful a- sin itself, and this is a 
fixed rule." And again, "Though 
unobservant of approved usages, 
or enamored of another w>>nian, or 
devoid of good qualities, yet a hus- 
band must be revered as a god." 
It is further declared that a woman 
is to be beaten for her fault*, and

must nevei 
the presence of her husband. She 
must never hear the reading of the 
sacred books. She is soulless apart 
from her fattier or husband, and is 
when married, to have no god but 
her husband. 

It it not surprising that more 
recent writers have reflected the 
influence of the great sage. Hence, 
in a book of moral precepts we find 

trust deadly poison, a river, a bur- 
rican, the beautiful, large and 
tierce elephant, the tiger come for 
prey, the angel of death, a thief, ■ 
savage, a murderer, but if 
trusts a woman, without doubt he 
will wander around the streets a 
beggar." And another ha* added, 
Education is good, just as milk is 
good; but milk given to a snake be- 
comes venom, so education given 
to a woman becomes poison." Such 
sentiments from writers, ancient 
and modern, might be indefinitely 
multiplied. But we shaii turn to 
examine some of the bitter fruits 
of this teaching. 

There is a widespread conviction 
that the female heart is deceitful 



male infant? If the parents 
too poor to hope to provide her 
with a suitable husband, is it not 
botn good economy and good relig- 
ion to stifle the little girl at birth? 
Infanticide wa* frightfully previ 
lent until the British government 
put it down with a heavy hand. 
So diltlcult wa* it in some district* 
to stop the crime or detect the 
criminals that government had to 
punish the whole community when- 
ever the ratio of girls to boys fell 
below a oertain number. Where 
they were not murdered, girl* were 
starved. Even yet no one suppos- 
that infanticide has been sup- 
pressed.. 

Partly because it is a sin and a 
alamity for a girl to be unmarried, 
,nd partly because the man who 
die* without a son^inks into perdi- 
tion, child marriages have arisen, j 
According to the census of 1901 j 
there were 360,000 children under 
five years of age married in India. 
If the matter rested, as in the case 
of mere infants, with nothimg be 
1 a betrothal, it mignt be tole- 
rated. But thousands of little 
girls have been actually married to 
men of all ages Native and Kuro 
pean medical authorities unite in 
testifying that 25 per cent, of the 
child-wive* are killed by too early 
marriage, 25 per cent, are rendered 
chronic invalid*, and the vaat ma- 
jority suffer. The harrowing de- 
t nils of the subject could be printed 
only in a scientific paper, or gov- 
nment report. Yet when repeat- 
ed horrors led government to raise 
the "age of consent" from ten years 
to twelve years of age, India pro- 
tested in the name of religion. 
Monster indignation meetings were 
held. One in Calcutta gathered

unmanly, inhuman, brutal, fiendish 
trcstffiSut of iU women. 

It must not be thought that the 
women of India arc without their 
virtues. They are generally de 
votcc to their husbands and child- 
ren. They are patient and indus 
triou" and many individuals are 
loved and are happy. Yet their 
treatment for centuries ha* de- 
based them. They know not how 
to care for their homes and child 
ren. They abound in "the sin* of 
emptiness, gossip and spp,e and 
slander." So long have they been 
taught that their only glory is to 
remain as they are, that they are 
now the greatest obstacle lo any 
m. Their influence over sons 
husbands cannot be helpful. 
An educated native said sadly, but 
truthfully., some time ago, "We 
have now no home*." 

So nature has had her revenge. 
The women have fallen to the level 
assigned them in the thoughts and 
laws of their lo'ds, and they have 
dragged the men down with them 
The noble womanhood and chival- 
rous manhood of America must 
lift them up. What Christian 
heart can resist the dumb, uncon- 
scious, piteous appeal of India's 
sutlering womanhood? — The 
Christian Century.
